JOINS MEN 
WHO REPORT WAR 


With her story of primitive guerrilla warfare on pages 25 
through 35 Margaret Bourke-White this week takes her 
place as the first woman in a long line of Lire photog- 
raphers who risked their lives to report two years of war 
in Korea. To show a phase of the struggle against Commu- 
nism which had never been fully revealed, Miss Bourke- 
White went into southwest Korea to live with guerrilla- 
hunting members of the Korean National Police. 

Her male colleagues have reported the hot actions be- 
tween the regular U.N. and Communist forces: David 
Douglas Duncan, Carl Mydans and Hank Walker roved the 
Pusan perimeter campaign in 1950, then covered the 
Inchon-Seoul attack. Howard Sochurek parachuted with the 
187th Airborne. Hank Walker made the dash to the Yalu, 
Duncan walked out with Marines as the X Corps fled north- 
east Korea. John Dominis and Joe Scherschel moved with 
Ridgway's forces as they crossed the Han again north- 
bound. Michael Rougier recorded the 1951 spring Com- 
munist offensive and recently (Lire, Oct. 27) pictured 
General James Van Fleet’s newly trained ROK divisions. 


Miss Bourke-White strayed far from the current battle 
lines to cover the guerrilla war, overcoming objections 
of many officials who thought it was no place for a lady. 
Advised not to eat Korean food because Americans are 
not immune to native diseases, Miss Bourke-White car- 
ried her own U.S. Army rations. She traveled by rail, light 
plane and jeeps. Once she slept in the nurses’ quarters of 
a ionary hospital, another time in the main room of 
a “police box,” on a Japanese-style bedroll and rice pillow; 
still another time in a Korean hotel whose mud plaster 
walls were spotted with holes which she stuffed with paper 
to keep mosquitoes out. (Later she learned that the Ko- 
reans were outraged that she should think they would be 
peeping in, which obviously they were.) 

Everywhere she found the hardships alleviated by the 
warm hospitality of the Koreans. And Colonel Albert Wing 
of the U.S. military advisers announced a party to his 
men who had not recently seen a Western woman: "The 
social season begins and ends with Miss Bourke-Whit 
You may stand in line to touch her hand.”

THE SAVAGE, SECRET WAR IN KOREA 


About 150 miles to the rear of the Korean bat- 
tle line, in the misted hills and twisted valleys 
of the peninsula’s rice bowl, there is a war 
within a war. Waged in territory officially held 
by U.N. forces, fought without truce lines or 
quarter, it is a war Dwight Eisenhower will not 
see when he is in Korea. Few communiques 
ever mention it. But for the past several weeks 
Lire Photographer Margaret Bourke-White has 
been in the thick of this war of terror, and has 
flown out with the story which is told on 
these 11 pages. 

The enemy is a fluid and scattered force of 
perhaps 10,000 Communist guerrillas whose

manpower. Some of the guerrillas are converts 
who went over to the Reds in their first great 
offensive. Thousands of others are North Ko- 
reans bypassed in the U.N. breakout from the 
Pusan perimeter. Others have filtered south 
through Allied lines. 

At one time or another most U.N. divisions 
were in the fight against them. Then the job 
was given over to various uncoordinated Ko- 
rean commands, and recently the whole anti- 
guerrilla structure has been consolidated under 
the National Police, aided by U.S. arms and 
advisers. It has gone well. Out of an original 
force of 40,000 guerrillas the hunters have 
killed 13,000 in 13 months, captured thousands 


more, converted many to the Republic's side. 

But the job, at most, is only half done, In 
North and South Cholla provinces, hotbed of 
the grim guerrilla warfare, Miss Bourke-White 
accompanied the police on forays against Red 
bands. She watched them bring back their foes, 
living and dead, for trial or burial. Sometimes 
the bodies are dragged in on poles (above). 
When it is too difficult to bring the corpses 
back only the grisly heads are retrieved, not as 
trophies but to be identified and the names 
checked against lists of known guerrillas. And 
in the poor villages of the provinces, she saw 
both noisy celebrations of victory and deep 
mourning for sons and husbands who fought 
and died in this obscure and poignant war.

BUSALOGUE

e new words were recently minted by the 
Army in a single written order: embus, debus 
and reembus, meaning, respectively, to get on, 
to get off and to get back on a motor bus. 
Splendid! If the Army doesn’t mind, we'd like 
to play too, How about suprabus, meaning to 
ride on top? Or subbus, to travel hanging on 
to the crankcase like a hobo under a coal 
car? A platoon that has reached its destina- 
tion in a single vehicle might be said to mono- 
bus; but if the platoon had to transfer, it would 
bibus. (The driver from whom the soldiers ob- 
tained their transfers was obviously a busa- 
wogue.) If the weather was pleasant, the scen- 
ery beautiful and the bus not overcrowded, 
the platoon eubussized the trip; if contrary 
conditions prevailed, and there was a blowout 
in the left hind busotrope, the trip would prob- 
ustic for one and all. A soldier who 
-happy and rode on them to ex- 
cess would hyperbus, while a soldier who hated 
buses and didn’t use them enough for his 
own good would hypobus. Soldiers arriving at 
a new post by bus would be imbusogrants; any 
rookie who misbussed would be sure to get good 
and chewed by his sergeant. To heterobus clear- 
ly means to get on a bus containing members 
of the opposite sex; after the GIs met up with 
the Wacs, the vehicle would be a zoobus, a bus 
filled with Any love affairs that resulted 
would be busogenic in origin; any crackups, 
busomatic, What the Army needs is a less in- 
hibited busicographer. 
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The American Catholic hierarchy’s annual 
statement about the condition of religion in 
America pays particular attention to public 
schools. It finds our materialism has “given 
rise to an even greater danger—the way of 
life we call secularism.” A focal point of sec- 
ularism is the reluctance of educators, liber- 
als and the Supreme Court to countenance 
religious education at public expense. 

The Catholic bishops’ statement immedi- 
ately evoked a reproof from the Baptists. 
Their Joint Committee on Public Affairs de- 
clared that any government aid to church 
institutions is unconstitutional. They po- 
ly called the Catholics un-American. And 
there are the main points of a controversy 
which, though old, seems to have picked up 
an extra emotional charge in recent years. 


There are two intertwined controversies 
here, the more complex because each has 
one foot caught in the Constitution. First 
there is the deep conflict between Catholic 
and Protestant polity. The former, in its 
most extreme formulations, is unable to re- 
nounce the goal of a clerical monopoly of all 
worship and education, even where, as in the 
USS., most Catholic laymen have no such 
ambition, With the Protestants, on the other 
hand, mutual sectarian tolerance has grown 
from a political convenience to an absolute 
principle. The Protestants therefore react to 
any new Catholic suggestion in the sphere of 
public policy with their dukes up, whether it 
is a good suggestion or not. 

But the other conflict is more fundamen- 
tal than the sectarian. It is the conflict be- 
tween those who care whether God lives in 
American life and those who do not. 

To those who care, most of the Catholic 
bishops’ statement will be  self-evidently 
true, both as moral fact and as American his- 
tory. For instance: “Man’s inalienable rights 
are] safe only in a society which acknow]- 
edges the supreme and omnipotent God.” 
Again: “The founders of this country were 
deeply conscious of this debt to religion 
It was not their purpose to eliminate the in- 
fluence of religion on public life.” Washing- 
ton, Lincoln and Justice Douglas are quoted 
in proof, the latter having said in a recent 
Supreme Court decision: “We are a religious 
people whose institutions presuppose a Su- 
preme Being.” State support of religion (if 
nondiscriminatory) is 100% American and 
done all the time. Who else pays for the 
chaplains in Congress and Korea? 

As Catholics, the bishops went on to 
maintain that recognition of God is not 
enough; man also “needs the church . . . 
the one true Church of Christ.” This sugges- 
tion of a monopoly of truth is what gives 
non-Catholics ground for reasonable objec- 
tion. But they register their objection at a 
different and unreasonable point. The Bap- 
tists actually defend secularism and accuse 
the Catholics (who explicitly deny it) of 


“using the word as a smokescreen with which 
to kill the public schools.” And they duck 
the much more serious issue that the reli- 
gious “neutrality” of the public schools has 
become in fact a form of irreligion. 

Fortunately a religious Jew has moved in 
on this controversy. Will Herberg, in the 
November Commentary, does a fine job of 
sorting out the issues. The public school 
system, he points out, is, like most demo- 
cratic institutions, a Protestant creation. 
Neither its founders nor the authors of the 
Constitution intended any “wall between 
church and state.” (Five states had estab- 
lished churches when the Constitution was 
written.) But the original Protestant doc- 
trine, pluralistic and permissive, has suf- 
fered from a triple attack. First, the educa- 
tors began to theorize and, under the influ- 
ence of John Dewey, to set up democracy 
itself{—"‘adjustment to a democratic society” 
—as a major purpose of schooling. Second, 
the Protestant churches, under the influ- 
ence of the “social gospel,” became more 
interested in democracy than in theology. 
Third, the Catholics, with their firm theol- 
ogy and growing numbers, overcame their 
minority apprehensions and put the Protes- 
tants on the defensive. As a result, the Prot- 
estants (who by and large still control school 
policy) formed an alliance with the Dewey- 
ites (who aspired to) in order to fend off the 
Catholics. These allies of convenience have 
permitted our schools, which once taught 
facts in God’s name, to teach adjustments in 
society's name. The Protestants, as Herberg 
puts it, have “surrendered intellectual lead- 
ership to non-religious forces” and have al 
lowed themselves “to be maneuvered into an 
unreal, contradictory and panicky position.” 

‘There are many honorable exceptions to 
this charge, as witness H. P. Van Dusen of 
Union Theological Seminary, whose recent 
God in Education is a powerful tract against 
secularism in the schools and in American 
life. But if the Protestant-secularist alliance 
continues, it threatens to make democracy 
itself the established religion of the schools 
and, eventually, of the nation. 


“Catholic baiting,” said Peter Viereck, “is 
the anti-Semitism of the liberals.” That is 
why an intelligent religious Jew like Her- 
berg finds himself more alarmed by Prote 
tant weakness than by Catholie aggression. 
“Surely,” says Herberg, “Protestantism has 
more to offer than an intransigent determi- 
nation to prevent Catholic parochial school 
children from using public buses.” The 
temptation of Protestantism is that when it 
succeeds in solving a social problem, as it 
did by creating American democracy and the 
public school, the solution attracts devotion 
that belongs to God who sponsored it. The 
glory of Protestantism is that its problems 
are the hardest, since they are addressed to 
innumerable free consciences.

India offers a Korean solution, Lord Russell picks his fourth wife and another labor leader dies 


In the U.N. last week an Indian delegate pro- 
posed a way of settling the deadlock on Korean 
prisoners of war: remove all the prisoners to a 
demilitarized zone, repatriate all who want to 
go home, put the others in the hands of a 
commission consisting of Sweden and Switzer- 
land, Red satellites Poland and Czechoslovaki 
plus one neutral umpire. After 90 days, prison- 
ers who still do not want to go home will be- 
come the problem of the conference group 
which negotiators will have set up for the dis- 
cussion of Korea’s political problems. 

The West on the whole was willing to try 
this approach, although the U.S, demanded 
amendments to plug loopholes on forced 
repatriation which Britain refused to accept. 
Neither Russia nor the Chinese Communists 
stated their official opinion, but Soviet newspa- 
pers are already saying that the plan takes the 
wrong approach to the subject of repatriation. 


Bertrand Russell, 80-year-old philosopher, 
writer, earl and 1930s advocate of trial mar- 
riage, announced last week that he would 
soon marry for the fourth time, His fiancée 
is Edith Finch, 52, an American who met 
Lord Russell while she was teaching English 
literature at Bryn Mawr and who has spent 
the last two years in London, helping him 
with his literary work. 


Judge justifies embezzling 


‘A confessed bank embezzler got the better of a 
bank last week through a unique decision by a 
USS. district court judge. Judge Frank Kloch of 
Toledo, Ohio ruled that stingy bank officials 
were entirely to blame for the fact that their 
cashier, George Sponsler, embezzled $7,541 
over a period of years up to 1942. Pointing out 
that the bank had paid Sponsler a salary of 
only $1,080 a year in 1920 and by 1942 had 
raised him to only $1,900, Judge Kloeb refused 
to pass sentence on him and said that “If I 
had the authority, I would sentence the bank 
officials and the board of directors to read the 
story of Scrooge at Christmastime.”

(Cz military problem. It is this: the U.S. has allowed itself to be drawn 
y ’ into a war wherein, for a variety of reasons, chiefly of a political 
nature, it has foresworn the free use of its greatest military re- 
sources. The atomic bomb, our most powerful weapon, remains 
unused; the employment of airpower has been inhibited; and our 
sea power has likewise been held under a tight leash. 
What reasoning led us into such a situation? The answer is not 
easily supplied. Actually there has been no consistent Korean strat- 
ragged and swerved through five different phases.

stalemate along the 38th Parallel, a return to the status quo ante 
bellum. This strat solidified with our quick acceptance of 
Soviet Ambassador Malik’s truce talk overture in the U.N. 

The melancholy aspect of this latest strategy is that, even as it 
was taking shape in Washington, General Ridgway was rapidly 
gaining mastery over the Chinese armies in front of him. Aaoilies 
hard push could conceivably have brought about their destruction 
as an effective fighting organization. Today what was then a tired 
and crippled Communist force of 500,000 has become an army of 
nearly 1,200,000 deployed in strong positions, rich with new Soviet 
equipment. Mr. Vishinsky’s intransigence in the U.N. Assembly 
has darkened the last dim hope of an armistice on acceptable terms. 

This, then, is the awesome problem awaiting the president-elect’s 
study on the spot. 

In what directions can the answer be sought? 

To date, General Eisenhower has suggested two remedial meas- 
ures. He has promised to build up the ROK army with a view to 
its eventually taking over the major burden of the fighting. And he 
has advocated stepping up psychological warfare against the enem 

But these measures can be only a healthy beginning. As a mili- 
tary man, General Eisenhower will certainly seck answers to the 
great and grave questions: what are the immediate capabilities and 
intentions of the enemy forces? What is our military capacity? 
And—the most important but perhaps most difficult question of 
all—what are our intentio1 
he Korean war—Eisenhower knows well—is but the momen- 
tary stage in the struggle for Asia—which in turn is a stage in the 
world struggle with Soviet imperialism, Decision in Korea means 
decision on our whole Far Eastern strategy. A settlement that ended 
the Korean war while ignoring the Chinese menace to Indo-China, 
Formosa and other friendly areas would be an evasion, not a solu- 
tion. Equally, a settlement in Korea purchased at the price of the 
disunity of our European allies would raise more dangerous prob- 
lems than it solve 


The five alternatives 


IN the light of these long-range political facts, the immediate 

military alternatives must be studied: 1) quitting Korea instantly; 
2) turning over the war as rapidly as possible to the South Koreans 
and then withdrawing our forces; 3) attempting a breakthrough to 
a shorter defensive line across the narrow “waist” of Korea; 
4) pushing on to the Yalu; 5) extending the war to Manchuria and 
the Chinese mainland. 

The first proposition is unthinkable. So ignominious a solution 
could be purchased only at the price of the betrayal of our South 
Korean allies, of American and allied dead. 

Turning the war over to the South Koreans can only be a slow 
and painstaking process. The ROK forces, now well-trained and 
numbering 12 divisions, hold about 60% of the U.N, line. But the 
ROK general staff, directed largely by former noncoms or field grade 
officers in the now defunct Japanese imperial army, has had no ex- 
perience in managing large armies. As for equipment, the ROK 
army still depends upon our forces for the bulk of their artillery 
support. They can, of course. make only the feeblest gestures in 
the way of airpower. In short: a policy of pitting the South Koreans 
alone against the Red Chinese Goliath could only result in the cer- 
tain crushing of the Republic of Korea. 

The third proposition— sively seeking a local decision on 
the Korean peninsula itsel appealed strongly to General Van 
Fleet, a soldier of unquenchable confidence. He has never concealed 
his dissatisfaction with the Washington polic’ war to a stale- 
mate. In private conversations he had steadily expressed the opin- 
ion that—with some augmentation of his present forces—the 
Eighth Army could almost certainly achieve another break through 
the Chinese lines. 

It would be a formidable job. The Communist defense system 
across the peninsula—a cunningly contrived mosaic of bunkers, 
trenches, barbed wire entanglements and well-sited artillery posi- 
tions—has been extended miles in depth. They boast more artillery 
than our own forces. Acre for acre. the volume of artillery fire 
along contested points on the front now approaches that of the 
most intense artillery actions of World War IT. 

To breach such defenses might cost the Eighth Army as much 
as 25,000 to 40,000 casualties. And there would then arise the 
question: how far should the Eighth Army exploit the opportunity? 
From a strictly defense point of view, the most desirable position 
in Korea is the line across the “waist,” from Sinanju in the west

between. But unless the Chinese forces were decisively crushed 
in a single grinding action, reaching this line would mean still not 
winning the war but only cutting its daily cost. 

There comes, then, proposition four: to push back to the Yalu, 
In the absence of a policy decision to lift the self-imposed pro- 
hibition on carrying the air war beyond, this prospect is hardly 
likely to appeal to our ground forces. Such an advance would 
shorten the enemy’s lines of communications as ours lengthene 
most seriously—the front here broadéns to a width of 450 
This would not end the stalemate. While Syngman Rhee 
might rejoice over the freeing of additional Korean e 
armies would find themselves burdened with the responsibility for 
the support of thousands of square miles of devastated countr 

Our pushing such an action, however, might force the enemy 
to make a further decision for us. The Sino-Soviet partnership has 
shown itself extremely sensitive to any threat to their communi- 
cations through Manchuria into China. To meet such a threat it is 
possible that the full weight of the Chinese air force might be 
thrown into the battle. In that event, as provided by agreemen 
with our allies and understood by our enemies, the present re- 
straints on our airpower would vanish. 

Here looms a big question mark: the combat capabilities of the 
Chinese air force. There is no doubt of its rising potential for large- 
scale action. Includ North Korean strength, it now numbers 
about 2,500 aircraft, of which nearly 1,300 are MIG-15s. Numeri- 
cally and in the ratio of jet aircraft, it ranks fourth among the 
world’s air forces, exceeded only by the Soviet Union's, our own 
and the British. In a pitched battle for air superi y over Man- 
churia, our F-86s, despite their recent reinforcement, would be 
outnumbered four and possibly five to one by the MIGs. 

Only once has the Chinese air force so far shown any serious 
disposition to shift over to the offensive. A year ago thousands of 
laborers were secretly assembled in North Korea and put to work 
building a complex of three jet airfields at Taechon, Namsi and 
amcham. Our B-29s, based in Japan and Okinawa, ruined that 
a quick succession of attacks last winter, they de- 
airfields before they could be brought into operation. 

Meanwhile, certain significant alterations in the Chinese air or- 
der of battle suggest they are still determined to develop an offen- 
sive capability. Of these the most important is the recent appear- 
ance among the formations behind the Yalu of a new ty 
Soviet jet bomber, the IL-28, having a performance rough! 
parable to that of our light jet bomber, the British-designed Can- 
berra. These bombers have the range to reach our lines from the 
Yalu. What is uncertain at the moment is exactly how the enemy 
intends to employ them. It may be, as was the case earlier with 
the MIG-15s, that the Soviet air forces are only training their 
Chinese satellites in the use of the new weapon. Or it could even 
be that Soviet bomber squadrons, disguised only to the extent 
of painting out their usual insignia, have been moved bodily into 
the opposing air force. 

There have been other significant developments. The jet airfield 
complexes around Antung and Mukden have been extended by 
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the construction of additional airfields deep inside Manchuria 
and closer to Russia, thereby lessening the concentration of air- 
craft hitherto based by the hundreds just behind the Yalu. A bat- 
tle for air superiority over Manchuria would bring us into collision 
with an air defense which probably has more interceptors and anti- 
aircraft batteries than are today available for the entire continen- 
tal defense of the U.S. 

There arises, then, proposition number five: to extend the war to 
Communist China itself—or at any rate to threaten to do in 
combination with strong offensive action in Korea, unless Mao 
‘Tse-tung comes to satisfactory terms. 

There can be, of course, no doubt that Mao is, after all, the im- 
mediate villain in the Korean tragedy. Nor can there be any doubt 
that the present stalemate suits Mao. It enables him to fasten his 
control over the Chinese people more ruthlessly than he might 
otherwise have dared, while building up his military power at 
Soviet Russia’s expense. That the Korean struggle has not taxed 
the Sino-Soviet partnership unduly i evidenced by their ability 
to keep the pot boiling in Indo-China. There the hard-pressed 
French, after six years of warfare, are also at a point of stalemate, 
though they have an army of 200,000 men and are pumping into 
the war approximately 5 billion a year—just about twice as 
much as the U.S. is remitting to France for NATO purposes. 

Any scheme to carry the war to Red China would, of course, 
instantly raise diplomatic and military problems of the utmost 
intricacy. It could split the NATO alliance wide open. And a 
diversion of more of our military resources to the Far East could, 
unless judiciously timed, affect dangerously, perhaps even fatally, 
the strategic deployment now designed for the defense of Western 
Europe. 

History affords little ground for optimism that a Chinese capitula- 
tion could be easily forced. The Japanese were never able to exact 
a surrender from Chiang Kai-shek. Neither was he, at an earlier 
stage of his long war against the Communists, able to force their 
capitulation even after he had backed them into the Northwestern 
fastnesses of Yenan. China is not highly organized along the lines 
of the modern industrial state. Its relatively primitive cellular 
society has shown that it can withstand famine, war and extensive 
occupation without crumbling. In short, invasion and occupation 
of the Chinese mainland in the Napoleonic style—or the Japanese 
style—is wholly beyond possi 

“But what of Chiang Kai-shek’s ? 
Their release would not materially improve the prospects of any 
grand continental operation. Their size (barely three divisions) 
is too small for sustained action. The rest lack proper weapons,

There is a note of optimism in the dominant thinking in the * 
Navy. It holds that the most practical solution to the Korean war 
is a combination of naval blockade and carrier-based air war against 
China proper. In the absence of a well-developed road and railroad 
system, the Chinese economy is dependent upon its river and coast- 
al traffic. This traffic, the Navy believes, is readily vulnerable to 
mining operations and air attack; and a blockade of the Chinese 
ports, based on the navicert system (i.e., no entry without permit), 
should seal off China’s ocean traffic with the rest of the world. 

But the efficacy of naval blockade has certain special limitations. 
Mao is almost entirely dependent upon the Soviet Union for war 
material, delivered overland via the trans-Siberian railway. So there 
is small opportunity for sea power to apply such a blockade system 
as, for example, the British navy used against Germany. To be 
effective the blockade would have to be applied internally—and 
this would call for a widespread and relentless air campaign. 

The Chinese air force, under the direction of its Soviet technical 
advisers, has been feverishly preparing for precisely this eventual- 
ity for the past year. Only a small part of the MIG-15 force is sta-, 
tioned along the Yalu at any given time. Mao’s supply of MIGs is 
even now sufficient to allow him to assign at least a substantial’; 
number of planes to the permanent defense of cach of the most, 
important coastal ci structed airfields suitable for jet 
operations have recently appeared on the China coast, from Tien- 
tsin to Canton. The further development of an extensive radar 
early warning and an aircraft control network completes an air de- 
fense system of formidable dimensions. 

These facts help explain why—in contrast with the U.S. Navy 
—the Air Force has evinced little enthusiasm for full-scale war on 
the Chinese mainland. This reluctance is sharpened by a most 
serious concern, namely that even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, a successful air campaign against China would neces- 
sarily bring about a considerable attrition of the strategic Air Force 
so frugally husbanded as a deterrent against Soviet Russia itself. 
As General Vandenberg testified during the 1951 MacArthur hear- 
ings: “While we can lay the industrial potential of Russia . . . 
waste, in my opinion, or we can lay the Manchurian countryside 
waste, as well as the principal cities of China, we cannot do both 

_ because we have got a shoestring air force.” 

“In the last 18 months the Air Force has, of course, progressed 
beyond the “shoestring” status. Whereas at the start of the Ko- 
rean war it had a strength of only 48 wings, it now has 95. But ~ 
the Soviet air forces have also grown and probably much faster. 

There comes, then, finally, the prospect of atomic war. If the 
war is ever to be carried to China, commonsense tells us only atomic

The risks are awesome. Not the least would be the danger of 
alienating the emotions, if not the reason, of many of our allies 
who dread atom warfare as much as we do, but who can read about 
American casualties with greater calm and stoicism. In practice 
such warfare would demand a considerable increase in our present 
air investment in the Far East—perhaps on a scale seriously af- 
fecting our air strength in Western Europe. Redressing this im- 
balance would call for greater military expenditures than ever. 

Yet, if our resolve to deprive Russia of its most dangerous ally 
dictated a basic decision to use our atomic advantage, there could 
be a number of strategic variations on this decision. There has 
been, for example, serious discussion of using atomic weapons 
against Chinese military installations in Korea and Manchuria as a 
warning that we will, if need be, use them against China itself. 
Another kind of atomic threat which might be used to reinforce 
some future truce agreement has been associated unofficially with 
the name of General Hoyt Vandenberg. This has been the proposal 
that we 1) agree to a Korean settlement based on withdrawal of 
both Chinese a and American forces from Korea, 2) leave the present 
line to be held by South Koreans, and 3) solemnly warn that any 
resumption of Communist aggression will bring the full might of 
the U.S. against Communist China instantly. 

All the alternatives in Korea—it is plain—are solemn. None is 
without risk, none without great complexity. 

Typical is the crucial prisoner-of-war issue dividing the U.N. 
and Red negotiators. There is no facile magic in proposals like the 
latest Indian compromise, suggesting interim “camps” for Red 
prisoners who refuse to return to North Korea. While West Euro- 
pean support for this move has been mounting, Eisenhower has to 
date confined himself to endorsing the official American stand 
against enforced repatriation. And the most sober observers view 
the whole prisoner-of-war issue as but the chance excuse chosen 
by the Soviet strategists to perpetuate the Korean trial. 

All these issues here will test to the full both Ike’s professional 
military judgment and his sense of statesmanship. He brings to 
bear on the test some formidable assets: a wealth of public con- 
fidence at home, and a rich understanding of nations and the 
statesmen of Europe who must share in his decisions.

MAN’S BREATH RUNS TYPEWRITER 


Palsied inventor uses a complex code, four microphones and electronic impulses to type without hands 


Emik Avakian, a 28-year-old suburbanite New Yorker, is an M.A. from 
Columbia, electronics consultant for International Business Machines 
Corp. and an inventor. But he is also a victim of cerebral palsy and thus 
his remarkably active brain has at its command only halting speech, and 
almost useless arms and legs. In going through school Avakian had to 
rely on dictating to typists who could barely understand him to put his 
thoughts on paper. Now he has perfected a typewriter (above) which he 
can operate by sound of his breath blown into four microphones. It is 
slow but it is more accurate and much cheaper than hiring typists. 
Avakian’s typing machine utilizes an I.B.M. electric typewriter, to 
which is attached an ingenious junior-size electronic brain. Avakian 
uses a code (diagram at right) based on blowing four times into one or 
more of the mikes, The sequence in which Avakian blows is translated by 
the brain into a letter which the typewriter then prints. A director of the 
Cerebral Palsy Foundation thinks the machine would have great value to 
the seriously paralyzed or disabled, and Avakian estimates it could be 
marketed for about $550. Avakian now thinks that if he can teach him- 
self to make two different brain waves at will, he could use the electrical 
impulses these waves produce to run his typewriter with lightning speed. 


FOUR-NUMBER CODE (in black) shows how each letter (in red) is typed. For 
example, to type small “a.” blow into the third mike twice and then into the 
fourth twice. First three ou‘fs set up the letter. last puff types it. If last puff is 
into the second or fourth mike. letter is lower case; if into the first mike, letter 
is in capitals. A letter set up by the first three blows can be canceled by blowing 


last puff into third mike. A single puff blown into the first mike makes a space.

Traditions have grown from ancient folkways and Christian rituals

the Nativity occurred on Dee. 
was regularly accepted as the official day of Christmas. 

Today most scholars believe that the bishop fixed the 
date arbitrarily, but with good reason, For centuries before 
the birth of Jesus the month of December had been the 
occasion for boisterous pagan revelries marking the winter 
solstice and the returning strength of the sun. Such activ- 
ities as feasting, adorning the home with evergreens and 
mistletoe, exchanging gifts and general merrymaking were 
all part of the traditional heathen celebrations. By making 
Christmas coincide with the ancient festivals, the Church 
fathers hoped to counteract the wild winter revelries and 
to shift man’s attention to more spiritual pursuits. But the 
heathen festivities still went on and the Church, which 
first frowned on them, finally accepted them and allowed 
them to be assimilated into the celebration of Christmas 
to aild to its popular appeal. 

This was wise, for the ancient rites were too firmly 
rooted to be done away with, Since primitive times man 
had worshiped the sun as the source of life and light, a 
manifestation of the gods. The emergence of the sun after 
the shortest day of the year was cause for rejoicing. Among

over the planting of crops. In the barbaric northlands a similar winter 
festival, known as the Yule, took place. Great logs were set ablaze in 


honor of the gods, Odin and Thor, and people clustered 
zround drinking from horns filled with mead and listening 
to the bards sing their ancient lays. In Persia fires were 
elso kindled to Mithra, god of light, while in England the 
Druids gathered the sacred mistletoe and made live sacri- 
fices to their deities. Many of these customs were adapted 
to Christmas ritual and by the 13th Century the Church 
itself had added new customs to the old, notably the drama 
of the crib (or eréche) that was popularized by St. Francis. 
‘Three hundred years later, another religious leader, Mar- 
tin Luther, brought an evergreen into his home and deco- 
rated it with candles to simulate the starry sky which glit- 
tered above the stable where Christ was born, This was 
popularly thought to be the first Christmas tree, but actu- 
ally the practice of adorning trees with trinkets was as old 
as the Romans, while from the time of the Middle Ages 
people brought fruit and other flower-bearing trees into 
their homes to induce them to bloom at Christmas (above). 
But whatever the custom, from the lighting of candles to 
the giving of gifts, each has become today an expression of 
the gladness and goodwill which Christmas always brings. 


CHRIST'S CRIB, installed in a cave in Italy, served as the center of a rude 
altar for St. Francis when he celebrated Christmas in 1223. Although the saint 
was the first to popularize the créche, simple presentations of the

Pierre Etchehaster keeps his title 
at court tennis for the 24th year 


‘The only really invincible sports champion active 
today is an aging Basque named Pierre Etchebaster 
who has not lost a title match in 24 years. His in- 
vineibility is due partly to the nature of the game he 
plays, the exclusive sport of court tennis, and partly 
to his amazing ability as an athlete. ‘I have when I

DRAMA 


Shirley Booth has overcome the handicap of youth 


to win stardom at 45 on Broadway and in Hollywood

the weasel is to the rabbit or, from 
A another view, as the cop is to the rob- 

ber, so is the drama critic to the actor. 
As seen by the actor, the critic has the feel- 
ings of a savage and the mind of an Inquisi- 
tor; grown from the kind of little boy who 
likes to tear the wings off butterflies, he has 
arrived at a cantankerous, embittered and 
premature old age in which his only pleasure 
is to maim the lovely creations the play- 
wright, the producer, the director and the 
actors have with such labor brought forth. 

Common sense tells us that this is an ex- 
aggerated view; if it is accepted that critics 
are human, it must follow that they have at 
least some human sentiments. It is now 
possible to prove that such actually 
case. They have, to a man, falle 
and moreover the lady is an actress. 
name is Shirley Booth. 

Miss Booth need only walk across a stage 
to be showered with such valentines as “Miss 
Booth is one of the wonders of the American 
stage, a superb actress, a magnificent come- 
dienne, sidan ellarcual performer of seem- 
ingly endless versatility” (Richard Watts 
Jr.); “I suspect that she can do anything in 
the theater and do it better than anyone 
else” (John Chapman); “ingratiating . . . 
touching” (Robert Coleman); “a genuitie 
and a winning figure ... very moving” 
(Walter F, Kerr); “glowing ... superb 
... magnificent ... immensely moving” 
(Brooks Atkinson), to which he added the 
comment, “Everybody knows how wonder- 


ful Shirley Booth is.” 


A Hollywood correction 


UT this last is a measure both of the 

love-blindness that has overtaken Mr. 
Atkinson and of the parochial nature of the 
New York stage. In fact, the contrary is more 
nearly true, for hardly anyone except habit- 
ual theatergoers knows how wonderful Miss 
Booth is or, for that matter, has ever heard 
of her. This will soon be corrected, however, 
with the release of Come Back, Little Sheba, 
the film version of a play in which she made 
a great personal success in 1950. It is her 
first venture into film-acting, and she has 
made the transition with such skill that 
Sheba is likely to win her an Oscar as the 
year’s best movie actress. Having already 
won almost every significant award in the le- 
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gitimate theater, for both dramatic and mus- 
ical roles, including the ham tendered annu- 
ally by the Barter Theater of Abingdon, Va., 
this would establish her, at least on a statis- 
tical basis, as the most talented actress in 
America, 

The object of all this adoration is a woman 
of 45 with friendly brown eyes, hair which 
she bleaches golden-red, a pleasant face, and 
a figure which, as she says, is not as good as 
it used to be. Stardom has come to her 
rather late in life, and she has met it not 
only with perfectly natural delight but with 
an equally natural surprise—natural because 
her nature is unassuming. It is an old story 
on Broadway now but still worth reporting 
that after the opening night of Come Back, 
Little Sheba, when she walked into Sar- 
di’s restaurant and the patrons arose and 
cheered, she looked back to see who had 
come in, She is so good-natured that she has 
been easily trained by several dogs and, in 
spite of the stern discipline they have en- 
forced on her, has recently let herself be ac- 
quired by another. She spends a great deal of 
money and thought on clothes but can be 
talked out of them by any friend who likes 
them and decides they can be altered to fit. 
She is gay and friendly, modest and unaffect- 
ed. Her idea of a good time is to paint a room 
or straighten her closets or, when in a par- 
ticularly antic mood, to have dinner with 
two or three old friends. Temperamentally, 
in short, the mantle of Duse fits her like a 
gunny sack, and she seems unsure whether 
to wear the laurel crown on her head or as 
a brooch. All she has is great talent, great 
warmth and great technique, the require- 
ments for great acting. 

Since none of these attributes can be ac- 
quired suddenly, it is fair to ask where Shir- 
ley Booth has been all this time. She has 
been, like Harvey the pooka, “here and there, 
now and then.” For several years she was 
Miss Duffy of Duffy’s Tavern, a low-brow 
program which had a large middle-brow fol- 
lowing. Duffy’s Tavern, a far cry from Strind- 
berg, was inhabited by such characters as 
Crudface Dugan, a Sing Sing escapee, and 
Two-Top Gruskin, a two-headed man who 
once went to a masquerade party as a set of 
bookends, carrying a copy of My Son, My 
Son that his mother had given him, and 
whose wife married him “because there was 
something different about him.” This was 


during and briefly after her marriage to Ed 
(“Archie”) Gardner, the impressario and 
leading character of the show. Theatergoers 
will remember her as Mabel, a gambler’s moll, 


in Excursion, as a brassy photographer in 
The Philadelphia Story, as Kileen’s sister in 
My Sister Eileen, as the foster mother in 
Tomorrow the World, and as the congress- 
woman’s secretary in Goodbye, My Fancy, to 
name the successes that preceded Come 
Back, Little Sheba. Her current appearance 
in The Time of the Cuckoo actually is her 
25th role on Broadway, the first having been 
as an ingenue opposite Humphrey Bogart’s 
juvenile in a comedy called Hell's Bells in 
1925. She rarely received a bad notice from 
the critics, even in the bad plays in which 
she occasionally appeared, and was so ad- 
mired in her own craft that she was known 
as an actors’ (and actresses’) actress. That 
she was not until recently a public’s actress 
may be due, more than to anything else, to 
the fact that until recently she was not old 
enough. This is not a paradox but involves 
a candid appraisal of Miss Booth’s appear- 
ance, in which she is the first to join. 


The friendly, cozy type 


oxcorr Gisps, The New Yorker's crit- 
ic, has declared in a review that Miss 
Booth is his “dream girl,” and it is not to him 
alone that she looks beautiful. On the other 
hand, Miss Booth herself, in sizing up her per- 
sonal situation recently, said, “I’venever had 


the kind of looks I wanted to preserve. All I 
ever had was curly hair and good ears, and 
what can you do with ears? My figure was 
O.K,, but I didn’t realize it until I started to 
lose it. My teeth were bad until I had the front 
ones capped, and I always wanted to take a 
pound off each side of my nose.” The truth is 
that she is an attractive woman and wasan at- 
tractive girl but that she missed that nuance 
which had defied any closer definition since 
Elinor Glyn called it “It” and which, in the 
case of a leading woman, is something which 
one must not merely possess but be able to 
project to an audience. A producer for whom 
she has worked explains, “Shirley wasn’t 
pretty on a stage”; and she has said, “I was 
not pretty. I was more the friendly and cozy 
type. In a nice way, of course.” The practical 
result, at any rate, was that on Broadway she 
was rarely cast as an ingenue or leading wom- 
an, the roles in which stars ordinarily are 
made, and instead was a supporting player, 
most often in “character” parts. 

This, one would suppose, might have made 
her jealous of the glamorous ladies with 
whom she played, but envy was a feeling less 
likely to overtake her than pity. As an actress 
she would have liked the greater number of 
“ides” given to the leading lady; yet, as an 
actress but in a larger sense, the content of 
those “sides” bored her. She was happy in 
character parts and looked forward with some 
impatience to getting older so that she would 
he eligible for parts of more dimension. Each 
new wrinkle and pouch has been for her a 


professional triumph. In reversing the usual, 
or Lana Turner, concept of acting, Miss 
Booth has thus arrived at her greatest suc- 
cess at an when most actresses who have 
relied heavily on beauty are retired by pub- 
lic demand. 


The older the better 


HIS interest in “character” goes a long 
way back. Miss Booth cannot remember 
when or how it began, but she remembers 
that as a tiny girl she was fascinated by old 
people, the older the better: “When my 
mother would lose me she'd look for an old 
man with a white beard. If there was one in 
the area, there I'd be, hanging around ad- 
miring him.” There was also an early and 
unusually strong inclination to “pretend,” 
that childish pastime which is essentially no 
different from the grownup profession of act- 
ing. Her first public performance, when she 
was 3, was at a Sunday School show in Flat- 
bush, where she sang In the Good Old Sum- 
mertime: She recalls that it was “a heady 
experience.” But she did not need an audi- 
ence. She was a solitary child, content with 
imaginary playmates and with her own in- 
ventions, which she acted out in front of a 
mirror. She could be anything she wanted to, 
aking, a duchess or a collie, and draped her- 
self in her mother’s collection of colored 
scarves with the virtuosity of a Nazimova. 
‘There had been no theatrical heritage. Her 
parents were respectable, middle-class people,

her father a district manager for the Inter- 
national Business Machines Corp., a firm not 
given to fancy. Neither, evidently was her 
father, who in the memory of his children 
as arbitrary as the machines he sold. It 
is her own belief that his eldest seers 
who was born Thelma Booth Ford, became 
an actress because of this very quality in 
him. She remembers: “He was a martinet, 
an autocrat, a real dictator, the kind who be- 
lieved that children should be seen and not 
heard. He expected absolute obedience— 
from his children, his wife and his dog. And 
he usually got it. I was a shy kid, but I had 
an affectionate disposition and, for instance, 
when I was very little I would run to him 
when he came home from work and start to 
tell him what had happened that day. I'd be 
so excited I'd get tongue-tied and start uh- 
uhing; and he would hold me off at arm’s 
length and look at me coldly and say, ‘uh-uh, 
ub-uh,’ mocking me, and tell me that what: 
ever I wanted to say I should say out straight. 
All he cared about was facts and figures and 
efficiency. He dominated my mother com- 
pletely, There was always an atmosphere of 
tension in the house, not quarreling exactly 
because my mother was too much suppressed 
to make ita real quarrel. 

“She was a gentle, emotional person, and 
she was a foolishly extravagant person. Not 
for herself but for my little sister and me. 
She just couldn’t be hemmed in by all those 
facts and figures. On the other hand she 
didn’t spoil us. She was very strict with us,

especially when we were saucy. Her ideas on morality were right 
out of church. Any woman who drank or smoked was definitely a 
loose woman to her, and she warned us never to kiss a boy or even 
to sit alone with one ona couch. I think the first good acting I ever 
did was for my mother’s benefit. She was sick a lot and easily upset, 
so if I had a problem or felt sad or sick I'd never let her know; 
I'd always pretend for her that things were great. It’s a trick I’ve 
used ever since: when I grew up and had real troubles and real 
grief, no one could tell it, and I would go on smiling and gay and 
wishing I could die. 

“L resemble her a good deal, I think, at least physically. But it 
was my father who made me an actress, which was the last thing in 
the world he wanted. I was so dominated by him that I felt shad- 
owy. I didn’t have any identity. So I escaped to the one place where 
I could be a definite personality—on the stage. I still feel that way. 
To me, 'ma shadowy person. I take on a part as a protective col- 
oring. There can’t be any cracks in it, any chinks in my armor, The 
character has to be a real person because it’s the only way I can 
have any feelings that I’m real.” 

At the time of Thelma’s birth in 1907, Mr. Ford’s business was 
in New York City and the family lived on Morningside Drive. Sub- 
sequently they moved to Brooklyn, and later, when she was 7, to 
Philadelphia, and it was through a chance meeting there that she 
secured an entree to the theater. The Fords were living at a family 
hotel, Mr. Ford's assignment being only a temporary one, and an- 
other resident was J. Hammond Daly, a nice young man employed 
in a local stock company. Daly was lonesome and was attracted to 
what must have seemed a charming family group, and asked if he 
could sit at their table for meals. Thelma was so full of questions 
about the stage and so plainly enchanted that Daly felt obliged to 

joint out, “It’s a hard life.” “Oh,” she said, “but it’s worth it.” 
B: aid, prophetically, to her parents, "You'll never 
urage that one.” 
The Fords moved to Hartford, Conn. where, fiv years later, Daly 
turned up ina stock company. Mrs. Ford invited h 
he had barely finished his soup when Thelma asked eagerly, “' 
you have any parts for children?” As it happened, there were some 
parts, and Daly agreed to introduce her to the company manager. 
Mr. Ford disapproved but finally gave in, with the comment that the 
experience would at least cure her of wanting to be an acti 

Thus at 12 she made her professional debut in Mother Care 
Chickens. There was not a moment’s stage fright—only complete 
delight and sense of freedom. She played through the summer and 
then in the fall of the following year, when she was 14, went to 
New York to look for another engagement. Mr. Ford objected 
strongly, but, she remembers, “Mother and I fought back with the 
ferocity that only the meek and the timid can muster when they 
have their backs to the wall.” She stayed with her ‘Aunt Della,” 
a friend of her mother’s, while she looked for work, and very 
shortly managed to land a job with the Poli stock company. She 
looked mature for her years and was cast as an ingenue with the 
Poli unit then playing in New Haven. And so she was an actress— 
no more so, perhaps, than when she had so recently tucked a bath 
towel under her skirt and walked around the house pretending to 
be “a king with a train,” but now officially and for money—$35 a 
week. Her father having forbidden her to use his name, she became 
“Thelma Booth.” But she had never liked the “Thelma,” and as a 
child had made up various names for herself, as she now continued 
todo, finally settling on “Shirley.” Thelma Booth Ford, who had hada 
troubled childhood, thus disappeared, leaving Shirley Booth, who 
had a radiant future.

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Between stock engagements she would go to New York to try 
for a Broadway part, and in 1925, when she was 18, she succeeded 
in getting the ingenue role in Hell’s Bells, which ran for four 
months. She went back to stock, returned in the fall for a comedy 
called Laff That Off, returned again to stock; and so it went for 
nearly 10 years, with New York runs—most of them fairly brief, 
some of them momentary—alternating with the bread-and-butter 
security of stock engagements. More than economics was involved 
however. She says, ‘“I was big in stock. I had a reputation and a 

public. I could have hung around New York and taken my chances, 
ut I had to go where people believed in me and I had to keep act- 
ing so I could believe in myself.” Those years were very valuable 
to her professionally, she thinks. She worked in some 600 different 
plays in stock, from The Wild Duck to Lady Windermere’s Fan, 
and from Rain to Little Old New York. She learned, first of all, to 
bring variety to her style, for the stock season might run for a 
whole winter or even a whole year, and Sadie Thompson (her fa- 
vorite role) could not be Mrs. Malaprop. She also learned to memo- 
rize a part quickly since there was a new play every week, a new 
musical every fourth week, and with four or five matinees and six 
evening performances a week the new parts had to be learned in 
the mornings and in such few hours as might remain from eating, 
sleeping and shopping for costumes. There was not enough time to 
think deeply about a character, but this forced her natural inclina- 
tion asa reporter: she became closely observant of people she met 
or saw in the street, watching them for a stance, a gesture, a twist 
of expression which she could use in characterizations (the Lola 
she later created in Come Back, Little Sheba was drawn from many 
models, including an unkempt woman she had seen walking aim- 
lessly one night on Sixth Avenue with a dirty white poodle). And 
stock gave her a broader opportunity to exploit these discoveries 
than she might have had in a lifetime on Broadway. 

In 1928 she sent for her mother. Her parents’ marriage had for 
some years been only a formality, and she had been determined to 
relieve her mother from financial dependence on her father, She 
remembers: “I wanted to rescue her and wrap her in cotton wool. 
She thought she was my mother, but I knew I was hers.” Mrs. Ford 
was a semi-invalid and needed rest and stability, whereas Shirley 
had to follow stock or road company jobs wherever they might 
lead, so she established her mother in a small apartment and later, 
as her illness grew worse, in a nursing home. She died in 1935. Mr. 
Ford later remarried and now lives in retirement in New York. The 
estrangement which begati in girlhood was never softened: so far 
as Miss Booth knows he has never come to see her in any of her 
shows, and her only glimpse of him occurred a few years ago when 
she was at a hospital after the birth of one of her sister’s children 
and passed him in a corridor. She found herself filled with panic 
but averted her face and walked fast, and he did not recognize her. 


A raffish young man named Eddie 


IHE hazards of marriage as she had seen them had not affected 

her own interest in the subject. One evening at the home of 
Augustus Pitou, a stock company director, she met a raffish young 
man named Eddie Poggenburg, the son of an Astoria, N.Y. orna- 
mental plasterer and semi-pro baseball player. He had started out 
playing the piano in a saloon, had sold typewriters and worked on 
a railroad, and at the time was selling pianos. The cream of their 
dialog that evening was: Eddie. “Little girl, you need awakening.” 
Shirley. “You need sleep.” They fell in love fast and she agreed to 
marry him after her next Broadway opening. She had no new show 
in prospect, but shortly she was offered a part in Claire Adams. 
They were married at the end of the first week, whereupon the 
show closed. So she went back to stock in Springfield, Mass. and 
Eddie took up selling miniature golf courses. 

Eddie had been mildly stagestruck long since, and marrying into 
the theater finished him off. When the depression made his selling 
talents surplus, he landed a job with the WPA theater where he 
became a director. Meantime Shirley had had a few more New York 
parts and was playing stock, but hard times had crippled show busi- 
ness in general and stock in particular (it never revived), and by 
1933 she was nearly a candidate for the WPA herself. One night 
she was reading aloud to him from Afier Such Pleasures, a collec- 
tion of Dorothy Parker’s short stories, and it struck him suddenly 
that they would make wonderful skits. He rented a theater and pro- 
duced a show which lasted 40 performances and brought in little 
profit, but nevertheless had important effects. Catherine Bannen, 
who was producing skits and playlets once a week at the Barbizon- 
Plaza Hotel’s little theater. under the heading Sunday Nights at 
Nine, saw her and asked her to join her group. There George Abbott 
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THE LONG ROAD UP began for Shirley Booth in 1925 when she appeared

saw her do one of her Dorothy Parker characters and in 1934, when 
he was casting Three Men on a Horse, remembered her as ideally 
suited for the role of the vacuous but well-intentioned Mabel. The 
show opened in January 1935 and played for two years. 

It was the first really big hit in which she had appeared, and al- 
though hers was a supporting part her playing drew excellent no- 
tices and established her firmly in the memories of the New York 
producers as an actress of real talent. When she followed it in a 
quite different part in Excursion, it was equally evident that she 
had virtuosity. A string of long-playing hits followed: The Phila- 
delphia Story, My Sister Eileen, Tomorrow the W ‘orld, Goodbye, My 
Fancy. For her work in the last she was voted the Antoinette 
Perry award for the best female supporting role of the season. 
There were also some failures, and there were times of dishearten- 
ing unemployment, but she could always fill these with radio, 
which had taken the place of stock as a financial refuge for actors 
lacking a Broadway stage. 


The anonymous Miss Duffy 
Wine this substantial if unsensational success was taking 


place, Eddie—his name now shortened to Ed Gardner—also 
had been rising high. He had gone to work for an advertising agency 
directing several of its important radio shows, had spent a year in 
Hollywood as a radio director (Shirley became a housewife and, 
she remembers, liked the part very much) and had returned to New 
York late in 1938 to work on a new experimental radio show 
called This Is New York. An offshoot was Duffy's Tavern, which he 
put on the air in 1941 and which was an immediate success, He 
wrote in the Miss Duffy part for his wife, and as it was essentially

the same character she had done in After Such Pleasures and Three 
Men on a Horse—a character she liked and excelled in—she took 
it on and played it until her personal relationship with Gardner 
made it no longer agreeable to stay on the program. 
‘Their-marriage had been in difficulties for some time. A basic 
difference in temperament—his gregarious and demanding, hers 
quiet and easygoing—along with various peccadillos of behavior 
had resulted in several temporary separations. Final separation 
and divorce came in 1942. It was a very hard blow—how shatter- 
ing she did not altogether realize until one evening on stage. The 
play was Tomorrow the World, and she was doing a scene with 
Ralph Bellamy when suddenly, she remembers, “My head began 
to itiakes I thought I'd come right apart and never be able to finish 
the scene, but I did, and when I got off I turned to Ralph and 
said, ‘Wasn't that awful? My head shaking so,’ and he looked at me 
oddly and said, ‘What do you mean? I didn’t notice anything.’ I 
was relieved, But I could feel it, jerking back and forth like a chick- 
en picking up corn. At the next performance it was the same thing 
—I felt paralyzed with stage fright—and it went on like that.” 
At the stage manager's suggestion she went to a chiropractor. 
She says: “He was a psychoanalytically oriented chiropractor. He 
told me to lie down and‘let my mind wander back to early memo- 
ries. Just to say whatever came into my mind. Then he said that 
next time I should bring a bathing suit. His idea was that he could 
tell a lot about your mental tensions by watching your body 
movements while you talked. And sure enough, I'd find my arms 
writhing around like a pair of snakes when I'd get on some sub- 
jects. So I'd come every day and get into my bathing suit—it was 
a one-piece Lastex—and lie down and start talking. His theory was 
that mental troubles are sort of little bubbles in the head like, and 
you can talk them out to the surface and they break—no more bub- 
bles. I don’t know, but it helped me. After three months I stopped

going to him, because I was feeling so much better and I didn’t 
want to be dependent on him, or on anybody.” 
Gardner had remarried soon after the divorce. A year later she 
married William H. Baker, a New York investment counselor. She 
and Gardner had met him during a holiday in Nantucket and later, 
when he heard that she was divorced, he came to see her in New 
York. At that time he was an Army corporal on leave. When Baker 
ischarged from the Army he decided to fill an old ambition 
and become a farmer, and their joint savings went to buy a farm in 
Bucks County, Pa., two hours from New York. The marriage was a 
very happy one, and since Baker also loved the stage and encour- 
aged her to continue acting, life was for the time serene. Then 
Baker had a heart attack. His convalescence was long and unsatis- 
factory, with frightening relapses. It was at this time, while she was 
desperately worried about him, that the Theatre Guild sent her the 
script of Come Back, Little Sheba. It was much too somber a story 
to attract her as she then felt. At the 
continued urging of Lawrence Langner 
of the Guild, however, she agreed to 
help try out the play for a week in 
Westport, Conn. From the reaction of| 
the audience and of the numerous the- 
atrical people who came from New 
York to see it, she realized that it was 
a potential hit and, moreover, that the 
part of Lola could well be a personal 
triumph for her. But aside from her 
disinclination to play it, she already 
had an understanding with Brock Pem- 
berton to go into a comedy called Love’ 
ae Me Long.

But then, too, she can be 
very quiet: we can be in the house together all evening with hardly 
a word spoken, She's a picker-upper—she likes to make everything 
neat. I leave things in a mess and come back and they'll all be in 
place. She'll straighten out your bureau drawers. And she loves to 
rearrange furniture. You come back from shopping and wonder 
whose house is this? She’s moved everything, the furniture, the 
lamps, the tables, the seashells. Probabl ur letter box has been 
painted a bright green and the chairs have been done over. It's 
lovely: she has a magic with houses. If she hasn't got a house to 
work on, she'll work on herself. She’s always doing her hair over, 
cutting it when she’s depressed—she thinks it gives her strength, 
just the opposite of Samson. She has to be changing something. 

“She wants to give you things. She’s always giving s people pres- 
ents, You don’t dare admire anything when she’s around or she'll 
buy it for you. I made the mistake of admiring a big driftwood 
lamp, and now I don’t quite know what to do with it. She’s the 
kind of guest you have to keep begging to stay. She seems to feel 
that if she sees too much of any one person they'll get tired of 
her, she'll wear out her welcome. She's completely modest, the 
only actress in America who doesn’t want to talk about herself 
all the time. She gets embarrassed if you tell her how great sh 
But she'll talk about the theater forever. That’s what she real 
loves. She loves it intensely, the way you'd love a man. She can’t 
get enough of it. After a performance she'll go to Sardi’s and then 
go home and get the late T'V shows. And sit by herself and be 
completely lost. After all, TV is theater too.” 

The Time of the Cuckoo, in which Miss Booth seems to be estab- 
lished for another long run, has a significance beyond its impor- 
tance as a play (asa play it is not very important). For the first time 
her name stands alone on the marquee—not the title of the play 
but simply “Shirley Booth,” a testimonial reserved for the great 
names of the theater. For the first time also it is a play written spe- 
cifically for her—a “vehicle” for her stardom. It has nevertheless 
given her a good deal of anxiety, and she still is not altogether at 
ease in the part of Leona Samish, the vacationing spinster looking 
for romance yet afraid to face the consequences. She says, “The 
trouble with Leona is that she’s so much like what J think I prob- 
ably am. I've played everything, but I never had to play myself 
before. I’ve had an awfully hard time getting into the character.”
